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May Close Somerlayton Bridge For Year!

A change of plans for the rebuilding of Somerlayton bridge that 


would mean closing busy M-139 for about a year has stirred a move 
in opposition. The Royalton Township Improvement association, 
told Tuesday night that the State Highway department now will 
recommend the new bridge be built on the site of the existing St. 
Joseph river crossing, has called a meeting Saturday to develop 
opposition plans. 


The Michigan State Highway commission in 19K approved 


construction of a new four-lane bridge to be constructed a short 
distance upstream (east) of the existing 77-year-old bridge. This 
would allow traffic to use the old bridge during construction of the 
new span. 


Ronald Roberts, route location engineer for the State Highway 


department's design division, told members of the Royalton 


township organization and township officials Tuesday night that a 
recommendation will now be made to the Highway commission to 
build on the existing site. He said the recommendation possibly 
will be on the agenda for the commission's Feb. 23 meeting. . 


Roberts said using the present site will save about 5600.000 in 


estimated costs. He also indicated the highway department an- 
ticipates "problems" in getting permits from the State Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources and tlie U.S. Army Corns of En- 
gineers if the original decision to relocate the bridge is adhered 
to. Relocation would extend the bridge and an attendant shift of 
the roadway out into the river flood plain. It also, he said, would 
mean relocating Yellow Creek (also called Big Meadow drain) for 
some distance, involving considerable environmental impact. 


During the year it wouid take to tear down the old bridge and 


build the new one, M-139 traffic traffic would detour from Scott-

Just two days before he died, 


a Benton Harbor man made out 
his will. Having no known rela- 
tives, Gustav A. DePoIder 
requested that his tl 77,500 es- 
tate be divided among a friend, 
a neighbor, and the University 
of Michigan Medical school. 


DePoIder, 74, of »K Columbus 


avenue, died Dec. 24, and his 
estate is ram in probate 
proceedings in Berrien Probate 
court. The petition seeking ad- 
mission to probate lists real es- 


tate valued al 87,500 and per- 
sonal property with an estimat- 
ed value of S170.000. 


The will bequeaths 515,000 to 


a neighbor, Geraldine Hild. of 
554 Columbus. The house, fur- 
nishings, 
and 
$75,000 
are 


bequeathed to Mar}' J. Kotyuk, 
of Meadowbrook road, rural 
Benton Harbor, identified only 
as a friend. The resl of the es- 
tate, according to the will, is for 
the U-M Medical school. 


DePoIder was born in Hagar 


township and retired in 1961 
after 38 years as a U.S. railroad 
postal clerk, fie retired to 


Florida but returned to Benton 
Harbor in 1974. His brother. 
Great Lakes Capt. Richard 
DePoIder, preceded him in 
dealh. 


DePolder's will notes: "In 


making the distributions of my 
estate, I am mindful of the fact 
thai I may have relatives or 
heirs living in Bavaria, Ger- 
many, or in other places outside 
the U.S. or in the U.S. 


"But I have not heard from or 


about these relatives for many 
years and I do not wish to leave 
them any portion of my estate if 
in fact thev are still livine."

Snow Disaster Aid 
Proposed For Area

Governor William Millikcn 


was reported this morning con- 
sidering asking the federal 
government to declare 14 coun- 
ties in the southwest portion of 
the state as snow disaster areas. 


County road commission of- 


ficials in Berrien, Van Buren, 
Cass and Allegan counties were 
feeding details of the giant task 
of reopening their roadways to 
the governor's office this morn- 
ing. 


A disaster area declaration by 


President Carter would make 
the area counties eligible fur 
federal funds to help finance the 
soaring costs of battling the 
drifts. 


Skyrocketing 
costs 
have 


^ready-caused Berrien Comity 
Road comriilssion to release all 
privately-owned equipment that 
had been pressed into service. 
In Van Buren county, -10 big 
machines have been brought in 
from private contractors in the 
last day as many miles of 
secondary roads were still 
sealed off by drifts. 


A state disaster survey team 


from Lansing used a helicopter 
Tuesday to survey road condi- 
tions in much of Van Buren and 
Allegan counties. And all area 
road commissions have been 
asked to provide folhm-up road 
status reports by 10 a.m. today. 


Paul Kaiser, Van Buren Road 


commission engineer-manager, 
said the state survey team, 
which 
was 
composed 
of 


representatives from the gover- 
nor's 
office, state highway 


department and state police, 
reported its findings to the 
governor Wendesday. 


It was as a result of the fly- 


over survey. Kaiser said, that

The snow emergency declared 


for Berrien county last Saturday 
was lifted at 5 p.m. Wednesday, 
after snow removal crews had 
whittled the closed roads down 
to scattered segments where 
there are no residences. A great 
many roads, however, were still 
limited to one-lane traffic, and 
road officials said there is still 
an immense amount of clearing 
to dn.

Treating An Old War Wound 


Stopgap In 
Natural Gas Dilemma 


Grudgingly the House of Represen- 


tatives has worked out with the Senate 
a compromise on Jimmy Carter's 
request for emergency authority to 
meet the maldistribution proglem in 
natural gas. 


The bill gives the President the 


power to coerce, if necessary, supplies 
from one interstate pipeline to another 
lo avoid one area freezing to death 
while another sits out this rugged 
winter in relative comfort. 


It authorizes a ceiling price the in- 


terstate shipper can pay to intrastate 
producers and gives the White House a 
further discretion to lift the ceiling to a 
degree. 


Nobody from Carter on down to the 


chilled consumer believes the legisla- 
tion will do more than, hopefully, get 
the country through in some degree of 
sanity until warmer weather, also 
hopefully, arrives in the next eight 
weeks or so. 


As one unnamed wag in the Carter 


Administration remarked the other 
day, the legislation does not meet the 
fuel crisis, it simply reshuffles the 
problem. 


Our Congressman, Dave Stockman, 


voted against the proposal out of con- 
viction the measure penalizes a state 
like Michigan which took steps some 
years ago to beef up its natural gas 
supplies and splits that prudence 
among other areas who gave no 
thought to the possibility of running 
out of fuel. 


Temporarily, and we call upon that 


adverb with fingers crossed, natural 
gas customers will be paying more for 
an already htgh priced energy source. 


Mow long temporary may be, will 


depend on when the government, the 
consuming public and the industry 
come lo grips with the problem. 
Perhaps, it would be more exact to say 
how soon will the verbal gas from the 
.three sides be turned off so that Na- 
ture's underground resource may 
come to market with less erraticism 
than it has been in the past few years. 


The difficulty has been lying upon 


the country si.nce in a dispute between 
the Phillips Petroleum Company and 
the Federal Power Commission the 
Supreme Court ruled in 1954 that the 
FPC had authority to regulate the' re- 
tail price of natural gas sent through 
interstate pipelines. 


Prior to that time the commission 


had assumed it lacked this power and 
that its function was primarily one of 
dictating how much fuel could be 
withdrawn at the wellhead. 


The FPC then proceeded to use its 


newfound authority to give preferen- 
tial rates to residential consumers. 


The industry managed to roll with 


that punch by developing new wells in 
demonstrably gas rich areas and ig- 
noring the marginal pockets. It took 
lhat route to develop its industrial ac- 
counls which preferred this clean, 
easily handled fuel to the more cum- 
bersome coal and oil. 


The difficulty today is that those 


enriched producing areas are not as 
dependable as they were-a generation 
ago and it costs more to develop a 
marginal field than a plentiful one. 


The FPC, however, has consistently 


refused to recognize this fact by giving 
rate relief in the charge to the 
residential consumer. He is paying 
considerably more than even two years 
ago, but not enough to encourage the 
wildcatting investment to break into 
the marginal fields. 


The Commission's only intellectual 


honesty in this stalemate is to refute 
the claim of the liberals understate 
their supplies so as to force higher 
rates upon the consumer. The FPC's 
geologists maintain that the reverse is 
more likely, that the producers are 
overestimating 
their 
underground 


stocks. 


The industry itself is not entirely 


without fault. 


It campaigned the northern indus- 


trial market when gas was plentiful to 
convert.its plants from coal and oil, 
and at the same time helped to extoll 
the virtues of moving a plant into the 
southern states abounding in cheap 
fuel and laboK 


Today the industry has reversed its 


collar and is lecturing its northern in- 
dustrial customers on the virtues of 
fuel conservation. 


That portion of expert opinion which 


is 
disengaged 
from 
serving 
as 


propagandists from the conflicting 
viewpoints in the natural gas situation 
feels there are underground supplies 
yet untapped and adequate for some 
years ahead for the U.S Foreign 
sources are good potential if shredded 
from the political blackmail through 
which petroleum is being marketed. 


But the customer bar: to get it out of 


his head that bringing the fuel to 
market is accomplished by a fleet of 
angels. 


Years ago the Servel Company sold 


thousands of gas actuated refrigera- 
tors on the slogan of cool your food for 
a penny an hour.

Servel is no longer around. 
Neither are those good, old days of a- 


penny per hour.

On Jan. 2b'. 1977.1 introduced 


House Bill «m to the Michigan 
Legislature. 


My bill would establish a 


utility stamp program for our 
senior citizens lhat would offer 
relief from rising utility costs.

Utility stamps would be free 


to senior citizens whose income- 
is less than $2,500 a year. 


For senior citizens with in- 


comes greater than $2.500 a 
year, the charge for utility 
stamps would not exceed five 
per cent of their household in- 
come. 


All senior citizens with in- 


comes of less than $8,000 would 
be allowed to purchase utility 
stamps worth more tna the 
purchase price, except those 
who reside in institutions or who 
reside with another senior ci- 
tizen receiving utility coupons. 


I introduced this bill because 1 


feel more-senior citizens living 
on fixed incomes just cannot 
absorb the increase in their 
utility bills without suffering, 
real hardship. They need help, 
just as the food stamp program 
helps them in obtaining neces- 
sary nourishment at a lower 
cost, my proposal would help 
them pay those necessary utility 
bills. 


Utility stamps would be sold 


at variolis places throughout 
Michigan that would be easily 
accessible to senior citizens. 
The 
stamps 
would 
be 


redemmed by" the utility com- 
panies for full face value from 
the Department of Treasury., 
The difference in cost between 
the actual utility bill and what 
the senior citizen pays would be 
made 
up .from 
the 
slate • 


treasury. I am certain the 
benefits to senior citizens will

A Tough Order 


WASHINGTON - The pur- 


pose of federal governmeni 
reorganization — as pushed by 
President 
Carter 
and 
his 


Republican and 
Democratic 


predecessors — is not primarily 
to increase efficiency. 


Reorganization is crucially 


important if a president is to 
gain effective working control 
over his departments and agen- 
cies. 


The civil service laws, impor- 


tant as they are in protecting 
employe rights, serve- to make it. 
virtually 
impossible 
for a 


president effectively to manage 
the federal government short of 
a major reorganization. 


The president lias the right to 


appoint but a thin layer of of- 
ficials at the apex of the State 
Department, 
Pentagon, 


Treasury, Agriculture arid the 
other agencies he is chqrged 
with administering. At the 
working level he must depend 
on the senior civil servants. 
Firing any of these, shifting 
them from one post to another 
or transferring -them to other 
departments to fit his particular 
style and purposes is all but 
impossible. In recent years it 
has not been accomplished at 
least to the degree necessary for 
effective working control by the 
White House and cabinet. 


The last president lo achieve 


iiiuch in this line was Franklin 
Roosevelt. And bis success was 
spotty. Remember, too, that he 
was dealing with a smaller or- 
ganization at a time when the 
effectiveness of civil service 
was less than it Is today. 


Most of the senior civil ser- 


vants today arc so entrenched 
with key congressmen through 
mutual back scratching — and 
so 
tied 
in 'with 
fellow 


bureaucrats up and down the 
line, they sit in empires of their 
own. In 1977, too, government 
employe unions are to be 
reckoned with. 


Sen. Barry Goldwaier (R- 


Ariz.') on one occasion proposed 
that every decade or so senior 


civil servants be rotated from 
department to department and. 
agency to agency. This shifting, 
he believed, would break the 
power bloc's, but retain the 
skills of able men and women. 


•„ Congress did not act on his 


proposal. 


>ielviii Laird, when secretary 


of 
Defense, 
spent 
months 


agonizing how he could increase 
efficiency in the Pentagon and 
cut costs by retiring the one of- 
ficial out of 10 he believed could 
be disposed of with profit. He 
was not successful. 


Presidents Kennedy, Johnson 


and Nixon attempted to reach 
deep in the departments, subs- 
tituting their men for those 
whose 
philosophy, working 


methods, or personal power 
conflicted in their minds with 
the running of the government 
in the manner desired at 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue. All three 
of these presidents fumbled. 


Reorganization, apparently, 


offers the only way out: Ojice.'a 
department or division-is reor- 
ganized, the shifting of person- 
nel is relatively easily ac- 
complished. If procedures are 
carefully devised, senior of- 
ficials can be required to retire 
early, moved from slot to slot'or 
transferred between agencies. 
All without infringing unduly on 
personal employment rights. 
The men retiring early get cer- 
tain benefits above.and beyond 
those they'd otherwise be en- 
titled 
to. 
Those 
shifted, 


however, may suffer certain 
disadvantages — depending in 
part how the reorganization is 
setup.

There arc partial solutions 


available. Congress willing, 
short of reorganization. In the 
past bonuses for voluntary early 
retirement 
have

Defense Spending 


Needs Caution 


Conservatives ought to re- 


examine their routine response 
to defense spending issues. Of 
course, liberal politicians and 
publicists tend to be routinely 
hostile to the military, but it 
docs not follow that o'onserva- 
tives have to support just as 
routinely every expensive notion 
that comes to us from the 
Defense Department. 


During the campaign, when 


Jimmy Carter promiEed to cut 
the defense budget by $5-7 
billion, conservatives usually 
responded with alarm or ou- 
trage. 


They 
would 
have 
more 


credibility on the defense issue, 
however, if they candidly ad- 
mitted that places obviously 
exist where sizable savings 
could be made in the arms bud- 
get. 


1 have never been convinced, 


for example, of the necessity for 
the Navy's monstrously expen- 
sive 
program 
of nuclear- 


powered super-carriers. These 
dinosaurs cost around a billion a 
apiece. In addition, they have to 
be protecled by an extensive 
armada of escort ships, at 
enormous further expense. 


In the event of war. these 


carriers would be vulnerable lo 
missile or torpedo attack. A 
nuclear-tipped 
air-to-surface 


missile could easily deep-six a 
nice slice of your tax dollar, and 
conservatives ought to say so. 


The suiter-carrier program 


has more to do with Admiral 
Hyman Rickover's clout with 
Congress than with any plausi-

I have heard experts argue on 


both sides of the B-l Bomber 
issue, and so far am therefore 
suspending judgment: but here, 
again, at least some skepticism 
is called for. and a general 
principle may apply. 


The kind of war in which our 


projected 
fleet 
of 244 B-I 


bombers mighl be uied is likely 
to be short and highly intense. 


That means there would be; a 
very high rate of weapons con- 
sumption. Given those circums- 
tances, it follows that weapons 
ought to be cheap, efficient, 
abundant — and expendable.. 


The B-l will cost in the 


neighborhood of $100 million per 
plane. Is that justifiable? Can- 
not the much cheaper Cruise 
Missile perform the same mis- 
sion? Would it not make more 
military sense to put ..some of 
those billions into upgrading — 
making mobile — some of our 
missile systems here and hi 


. Europe? 


Why should it not be the con-. 


scrvatives who ask these ques- 
tions? Enough Americans have 
now served in the Armed Forces 
to make some skepticism about 
military spending widespread. 


Everyone knows that our 


military tend to err on the side 
of lavishncss and complexity. 
During World War II, for 
example, our submarines used 
a pneumatic motor to raise the 
periscope. 
Naturally 
these 


sometimes malfunctioned. The 
Germans and Japanese did very 
nicely with a simple hand 
crank. The contrast is symbolic'. 


Furthermore, though spend- 


ing for weapons is of course vi- 
tal, 
conservatives 
• should 


hammer home the point that 
cost is not finally tire heart of 
tlie matter.

is the restoration of the "Maids 
of the Mist" fountain in Lake 
Front Park, St. Joseph. 


The fountain, according to 


Mrs. Spelman, has been the 
most photographed item in the 
area. 


The fountain was brought to 


St. Joseph Curing the summer 
of 
1892 by A.G. Proctor, 


manager, and H.E. Bucklen, 
owner, of the Whitcomb hotel. 
The fountain had formerly stood 
in the Interstate Industrial Ex- 
position building in Chicago 
from 1873 to 1891 when that 
building was torn down. 


The Heritage society agreed 


to investigate the possibility of 
saving the fountain when city 
workmen in 1972 found the 
fountain unsafe and too rusted 
to repair. 


The^ociety contributed 51,350 


to restore the fountain and en- 
gaged Corwin Rife, curator of 
exhibits for the Kalamazoo 
Museum, to repair the figures 
on the fountain. The St. Joseph 
public works department also 
worked on the fountain and It 
was rededicated July 4,1974. 


The society also worked with 


the Twin Cities Area Garden 
Club Council to permanently 
display the bell and cornerstone 
of the 1895 Berrien county 
courthouse on its original site in 
St. Joseph. The display also 
contains a plaque and picture of 
the building which served as the 
county's second courthouse. 


The society had been appoint- 


ed by county officials 
to 


preserve artifacts from the 
courthouse before it was torn 
down and the society also 
donated toOO to construct suita- 
ble housing for the bell and 
cornerstone. The county paid 
the cost of materials. 


In 1967, the society published 


"The Letter Book of William 
Burnett," which consists of the 
collected letters of- William 
Burnett, the first permanent 
white settler in this area of 
Michigan. 


The society has also spon- 


sored visits of the Michigan 
Historymobile in 1969 and in 
1970. 


An ongoing project of the 


society has been the Panorama 
Interviews, which capture tape 
accounts of life in the twin cities 
at the turn of the century. 


The society has also spon- 


sored several contests, includ- 
ing the historical essay contest 
for area school students in 1975; 
a "Heritage in Art Contest," for 
area high school students in 
1976, and for the Bicentennial, 
co-sponsored with the St. Joseph 
firefighters', a fire hydrant 
painting contest.

times a year with speakers on 
historical 
subjects.

Sewing Hints 


By DOROTHY KING 


Here are instructions to use a 


pick-a-knlt rule: 


Mark off a four-inch section 


on'the cut edge of the knit (the 
crosswise'hb) with pins. Place 
the gauge on a table with the pin 


. marking matching the gauge 


marking. 


You will notice the way the 


body of the fabric stretches, not 
just the edge. Therefore, hold 
the left side of the knit firmly 
with the flat side of your thumb 
to keep the edge straight. Grasp 
the right side at the marking, 
.point in the same way and 
gently stretch the knit toward 
the stretch area. Stretch it only 
as far as comfortable.

$46.3 million in the fiscal year 
ending last Sept. 30. That was 
preceded the year before by 
losses of S27.5 million. 


Revealing new-car plans for a 


1979 was the third piece of op- 
timistic news from AMC in 24 
hours. AMC announced Tuesday 
it had reached agreement in 
principle with a group of banks 
to extend its short-term credits, 
totaling $72.5 million, until Jan. 
31. 197S. Under the agreement, 
(lie credit available to the com- 
pany would be continued^ under 
three separate revolving credit 
arrangements. 


AMC and Volkswagen have 


announced completion of an 
agreement under which VW will 
acquire AMC's South Charles- 
ton, W.VA., stamping plant at 
the end of 1977, The transaction 
included a transfer of the exist- 
ing lease and the sale of equip- 
ment and machinery' for an un- 
disclosed price. 


AMC directors announced

LOS ANGELES (AP) - 


Freddie Prinze seemed to ride 
to his instant stardom with an 
effortless maturity that belied 
his age. But when the TV 
cameras went off he was a tor- 
mented kid from a poor neigh- 
borhood in Manhattan who still 
thought squirt guns »we funny. 


"Unfortunately he remained a 


child in a very adult world." 
Prinze's personal manager, Ron 
DeBlasio, said this week. The 
occasion was a eulogy for the 
22-year-old star of NBC's "Chico. 
.and lire Man" who ended his 
career with a suicide bullet last 
Friday. 


Until his suicide. The Freddie 


Prinze Story looked like the 
stuff the American Dream, is 
made of—rags to riches by dint 
of hard work and talent. Ex- 
pensive, fast cars; Cardin suits; 
a home in California for his 
parents; money. An instant 
celebrity whose trademark 
"Lookin' G-o-o-o-d" seemed to 
apply to him personally: 


But it didn't always. 
"He was in turmoil, he was 


suffering such pain," said his 
friend, entertainer Tony Orlan- 
do, at Prinze's funeral. "And 
yet his audience never knew." 


Certainly some of the pain 


stemmed from his new life. But 
no clearcut evidence points to 
his skyrocket success as a 
direct cause of death. And there 
were other troubles people point 
to—troubles wflh his marriage, 
with a heavy drug habit, with 
business arrangements. All 
these problems were very, real 
to Prinze, but friends and as- 
sociates say the star's per- 
sonality and outlook on life were 
probably the'underlying reasons 
for bis suicide.

Why is it that the normal. 


healthy American's tempera- 
lure is 98.6 degrees, and 
everyone else's is 37 degrees? 


Elementary, my dear Waison. 


Americans measure tumpera-

lure on the Fahrenheit scale, 
invented by a German physicist 
of that name who died in 1736. 
He also invented the mercury' 
thermometer. 


Everyone else uses what used 


to be called the centigrade 
scale, now called the Celsius 


suggest that the change from 
Fahrenheit to Celsius be made 
rather quk-kly. so people will 
not be able to learn on the 
Fahrenheit crutch. 


In the early 1960s, there was a 


pioneering plan to train a group 
of U.S. engineers, technicians 
and mechanics to accept Celsius 
figures in three steps. First. 
Celsius figures were added in 
parenthesis after Fahrenheit 
temperatures. 
Second, 
the 


process was reversed with Cel- 
sius followed by parenthetical 
Falirenheits. Third, the plan 
would 
dropped 
Fahrenheit 


completely but the plan slopped 
at the second level. Officials 
generally agreed that the third 
step may not be possible until 
there is a new generation of 
engineers, 
technicians and 


cooking ovens. Certainly tht-j 
would not be replaced unless 
they broke, and the only oilier 
alternative is to liave them re- 
labeled. 


In 
addition, 
there 
are 


thousands' of electronic ther- 
mometers on billborards and 
office towers dutifully reporting 
Fahrenheit to everyone who 
loote. These would have to bt- 
reprogrammed. 


Probably 
the easiest 
to 


cliange would be the medical 
thermomeler. but tliat is really 
a small part of the conversion 
problem. 


Here are some handy guides 


to consider: You bake at 175 
degrees C. fry at lj» degrees'C. 
broil at 25 degrees C, and boil ai 
UW degrees C. 


You convert Fahrenheit to 


system, devised by a Swedish 
astronomer who came up with 
his measure two years before he 
died in 1744. 


The beauty of the Celsius 


system .is that it starts with a 
point of nature that is recog- 
nizable everywhere — the 
freezing point of water. 


Thus water turns to ice at 


zero degrees Celsius. 
One- 


hundred degrees Celsius is the 
boiling point of water. The Cel- 
sius degree is one-hundredth of 
that range. 
' Thus, 32 degrees Fahrenheit 
Is zero degrees Celsius. A com- 
fortable room temperature — 
say 70 degrees F — is about 21 
degrees Celsius. A hot summer 
'day — in the 80s F — is about 30 
Segrees Celsius. And while 
water boils at 100 degrees Cel- 
sius, the thermometer registers 
212 degrees F. 
• Because there are only 100 
degrees between freezing and 
boiling on the Celsius scale, one 
degree can make a lot of 
difference. 
• But there are 180 degrees 
between freezing and boiling on 
the Fahrenheit scale, so a 
single degree has less effect. 
; Actually, Anders Celsius in- 
troduced 
his 
proposed 


temperature system in 1741, but 
in a sort of upside-down 
fashion. He placed the boiling 
point at zero degrees, and 
called freezing 100 degrees. 
• The system was reported in a 
journal of the Swedish Academy 
of Science. A year later, another 
scientist, Jean Pierre Christin, 
suggested 
the 
terms 
be 


reversed. Celsius agreed and 
the system remains.that way 
today. 
; Jhe Celsius system used to be 
called centigrade, because of 
the 100 gradations between 
freezing and boiling. But that 
term was dropped to avoid con- 
fusion with the uniform prefix 
•"ceiiti" 'used to describe a base 
"unit in metrics, and also to 
avoid the term "grade" which 
sometimes implies an angle. 
! Most countries that use me- 
trics use the Celsius system as 
refined by Chrislin. 
; In the United States, the Cel- 
sius scale is in use (usually 
along with Fahrenheit) by some 
television meteorologists. But if 
the American experience is 
anything like that of 
the 


English, it will be years before 
the system is fully accepted by 
lire general public. 


" The English began a conver- 
sion to Celsius temperature 
measures in 1962 and began 
immediately to present weather 
information in both Celsius and 
Fahrenheit. Now, more than a 
decade later, most Britishers 
still don't know whether 20 
degrees Celsius means bathing 
Suit weather or calls for a heavy 
coat. Accustomed to the old 
system, they simply tuned out 
the Celsius measures in their 
minds.

LANSING. Mich. (AP) - In a break with party leaders, the

Edwards got the young.Republicans' nod over present GOP 
Chairman William Mclaughlin, who is seeking a fifth term at the 
party convention in Detroit Feb. 18-19. McLaughlin has the sup- 
port of Gov. William Millikcn and other high party officials, and is 
considered far ahead of Edwards, who was defeated in a bid for 
re-election to the House last year. The young Republicans endor- 
sement is not expected to carry major weight at the convention, 
according (o GOP members. But it marked the first time the GOP 
youth group had opposed McLaughlin. 


Ma Bell's Service Rapped 


LANSING, Mich. I AP) — A new study by the state Public Ser- 


vice Commission indicates more than one-third of Michigan Bell's 
customers are receiving terrible service. The PSC staff report is 
the first independent examination ever conducted of the quality of 
Michigan Bell service. A Bell spokesman disagreed with the 
findings, contending Michigan Bell service ranks among the best 
in the world. "We don't necessarily agree with the methodology or 
the conclusions of the study." he said. "This is their first attempt 
to measure the quality of our service and the areas they're trying 
to measure are difficult to measure." The PSC report said many 
telephone customers suffer time-consuming waits for a long-dis- 
tance operator, uncompleted calls and equipment failures. PSC 
engineers were reported to have found numerous violations of the 
slate administrative code dealing with electrical hookups, both 
inside Bell facilities and outside in areas served by Bell. 


Balloonist Heading South 


YUMA, Ariz. (AP) — Balloonist Karl Thomas of Troy. Mich., 


went "south of the border" early today in his effort to float his 
hot-air balloon from California to Florida. Thomas, piloting his 
yellow Limited Edition Sail, took off early today to use prevailing 
winds to blow him around the Gila Mountains, about 20 miles east 
of this southwestern Arizona city. Erratic winds blew Thomas SO 
miles off course Wednesday, forcing him to set down in a nearly 
inaccessible area just short of a Marine Corps gunnery range. 
Larry Weis, a spokesman for Thomas. 28, said it was possible the 
balloonist could be out of communication with other than his flight 
crew for almost two days during his Mexico leg. "But it's hard to 
predict where the flight will go beyond a day," Weis said. He said 
winds could change and blow the balloon back into the United 
States. 


Major Farni Crops Decline , 


LANSING. Midi. (AP) — Ten Major Michigan crops declined 8 


per cent last year as abnormal weather took its toll on crop 
production. The Michigan Department of Agriculture said Wed- 
nesday the major crops produced 11.1 million tons in 1975. Of- 
ficials attributed the drop to early plantings followed by heavy 
rains in late June and then a dry summer. Two crops — dry beans 
and potatoes — were up last year, but soybeans sustained a major 
decline of 27 per cent. "A record was set in 1976 for acres of com 
harvested for grain, but the unfavorable weather prevented the 
setting of any record highs for field crop yields for production," 
the department said. For the 10 major field crops, 47,806 more 
acres were harvested in 1976 compared with 1975, but lower yields 
for all hay, corn, soybeans and sugarbccts'reduoni toul produc- 
tion.

United States Icleusion rights I" Ihe 1SSO Moscow Olympics, the 
network climaxed an uphill struggle thai began nearly two years 
ago. And that may be just Ihe beginning. We are still 3'2 years 
away from the lighting of the Olympic torch and a lot can happen 
in that time. 


A lot has already hap|>ened. Basically, NBC rallied from third 


place in the Olympic sweepstakes (o take the whole thing — a 
development which surprised most observers. Almost everyone 


agree* thai CBS. in particular, and ABC were most likely to 
fcuuetxj as late as lusl IXtembiT. NBC wa> a dark hur^e. Salra 
was a myst€-ry. 


But everything changed at a meeting in Moscow in mid- 


December. CBS wenl lo Russia confident of returning with a 
signed contract. But the Russians became embroiled in three- 
prunged internal bickering among the So\ tet Olympic Committee, 
the telex i-sttwl ministry and iwiilical forces, and CBS lost its 
advantage. 


Stunned, the CBS brass decided to join Ihe other two networks 


in a pool arrangement. CBS had resisted the idea earlier because 
officials believed they could get the Games on their own. 


The networks submitted a plan for pool coverage to Ihe Justice 


Department, but almost immediately CBS began lo have second 
thoughts. The plan called for Ihe entire Olympics to be made 


available to al! three networks with each one deciding ho-*- much 
of i! to televise. That could have resulted in mo »«ks of nothing 
but Olympics on all three networks. And'ABC. with its past 
Olympic track record, could have drawn the majority of the 
viewers. 


CBS decided, all things considered, the risks involved weren't 


worth the potential rewards. So the network dropped out of the 
whole project. "There is a feeling here of intense short-term 
disappointment," said a source, "but immense Ions-term relief." 


With CR5 out of the running. NBC and ABC' went back to 


unilateral negotiations. Satra was still a mystery. 


Enter I«thar Bock, a West German »ho served as CRS emis- 


sary to Moscow for 18 months. With CRS out of Ihe picture. Bock 
offered his services to NBC'. A team of NBC negotiators, including 


Bock, dashed off to Moscow and, by the time ABC arrived, a deal 
had. been concluded. 


Terms of tlie. deal reportedly call for about «S million, J50 


million of it up front — J20 million in 197T and tM million in 19?8. 
In addition, the network could wind up spending as much as wo 
million more in assorted production costs. 


Salra came into the picture in December after the networks 


pulled out of the talks. A New York-based international trading 
company. Satra signed some sort of afirecmenl, with the Russians, 
but it was never fully explained. The Russians later admitted that 
UK- Satra agreement didn't mean much and Ihe networks never 
considered Satra a factor. Now Satra is planning lo take legal 
action against NBC for Interfering with Satra's interests.

Lawrence Project Bids Opened

LAWRENCE — Firms from Lansing and In- 


dianapolis, Ind. were the apparent low bidders Wed- 
nesday on two Lawrence village sewer and water 
projects. One project includes the extension of the 
sanitary sewer along Michigan avenue and water 
lines along Blacknian road, and the other is the con- 
struction of a 150,000 gallon water storage tank. The 
bids were opened at the fire station and referred to the 
village's engineering firm for review. 


Bids were taken on two types of water tanks, with 


Universal Tank and Iron Works, Indianapolis, the 
apparent low bidder on both. The firm bid 3168,590 for 
a pedestal type tank, and $144,100 for a four-legged 


type. Lennie Barker, Inc., Lansing, had the apparent 
low bid for all three types of pipe being considered for 
the water and sewer extension. It bid $127,451 for 
either cast iron or ductile iron pipe, and tl(te,189, for 
cement asbestos pipe. 


Combined cost of the two projects is expected to be 


$360,000, according to Robert Neukranz of Gove As- 
sociates, Kalamazoo, the Milage's engineering firm. 
The projects are to be financed through the Farmers 
Home administration, with half the cost coming in the 
form of a grant, and the other half as a loan. Neukranz 
said yesterday he was pleased with the number of 
bids received, but whether or not the project comes in 
under cost estimates will depend on which alterna- 
tives are selected for the pipe and water tower. 


A total of five firms bid on the water tower, with the 


apparent high bid on the pedestal type being $181,326 
from Caldwell Tanks, Inc., Louisville, Ky. The ap- 
parent high bid on the legged type was $180,600 from 
Chicago Bridge and Iron, Shaker Heights, Ohio: 
Neukranz said that although the pedestal water 
towers are generally more expensive, they are easier 
to maintain. 


Getman Brothers, South Haven, was the apparent 


high bidder on both the cast iron ($179,706) and duc- 
tile iron ($181,372) pipes. Bartz Construction, Byron 
Center, was the apparent high among nine firms 
bidding on asbestos cement pipe at $136,614. The 
village council could take action on the bids its next 
meeting Tuesday.

It's Cold Shoulder 
For Carter Rebate 


WASHINGTON

Presidenl Carter's 550-per-per- 
son tax rebate plan is getting a 
cold reception in Congress as a 
government report indicates the 
severe winter weather will cost 
each household S139 in added 
fuel costs. 


"Heating bills will consume 


all of the tax rebate," Sen. 
Hubert 
Humphrey 
warned 


Charles Schultze, chairman of 
the President's. Council of 
Economic Advisers, at a hear- 
ing of the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee on Wednesday. 


Humphrey released a Library 


of Congress study that estimat- 
ed the extra fuel costs ttiis 
winter will total SS.4 billion, or 
an 
average 
(if 
$139 
per 


household. The study also 
projected a possible wage loss of 
SI.6 billion because of plant 
shutdowns. 


"If that's anywhere near 


right, it's an awful blow to Hie 
economy." Humphrey said. 
. Schnlt/e said a special ad- 
ministration task force was try- 
ing to assess the economic 
damage caused by the weather. 
He conceded that the adminis- 
tration may have to increase the 
rebates or boost the two-year, 
S31.2-billion economic stimulus 
program in-some oilier way to 
offset the weather's effects. 


But '.Treasury Secretary W. 


Michael Blunicnthal told the 
House Banking Committee on 
Wednesday he saw no need to 
increase the package. While the 
weather "clearly makes the si- 
tuation worse," the economy 
has performed "tetter than ex- 
pected'" in recent months, he 
said. • 


Carter's package contains 


some permanent tax breaks for 
both individuals and businesses 
and some spending for jobs and 
public works. It includes a per- 
manent increase in the standard 
deduction that Carter said 
would save S133 a year for a 
family of four earning $10,000. 


But the plan's cornerstone is 


the 'one-shot rebate, costing 
Si 1.4 billion, that is under fire 
from Republicans and some 
Democrats.

Solution To Gas Crunch 
Could Lie With Russians

NEW YORK (AP) — A partial 


solution to the U.S. natural gas 
shortage might lie-in the Ural 
Mountains and in the Yakutsk 
area of Siberia. 


The possibility of using this 


gas in the United States isn't 
fantasy. Negotiations 
which 


began in 1971 hare been hesitant 
since then, although work con- 
tinues on the Siberian project, 
whose fuel wuuld go to the U.S. 
West Coast. 


The Ural Mountain project, 


whose fuel would be shipped 
from Murmansk to supply the 
East Coast areas of the United 
States, has been stalled by mu- 
tual 
fears 
and 
some 
in- 


decesiveness by this country. 


"It would take an important 


initiative from the new ad- 
ministration before Russia will 
look at it again," said Harold 
Scott, former assistant secre- 
tary of commerce and now 
president of the U.S.-U.S.S.R. 
Trade Council. 


"If President Carter's group 


is going to talk to the Soviets 
this ought to be on the shopping 
list," he said. 


Tile council, made up of the 


chief executives of the very lar- 
gest American companies and 
their Soviet counterparts, is 
designed to explore and facili- 
tate trade between the two na- 
tions. Traditionally, the U.S. 
Treasury' secretary and the 
Soviet foreign trade minister 
arc honorary directors. 


The subject of reopening dis- 


cussions on the natural gas 
projects was informally dis- 
cussed by council members at 
Iheir latest meeting in Moscow- 
last December, although no for- 
mal initiatives were made by 
either side. 


But in Scott's view, the pos- 


sibilities are so enormous as to 
almost demand further discus- 
sion, if only to bring the pros 
and cons before the American 
people. 


The Ural Mountain project, 


called North Star, could if 
completed maintain a supply 
equal to the entire industrial 
needs of N'pw York. New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania throughout 
this century and beyond. 


The Yakutsk project, in com- 


bination with Japan, which is 
financing it, would provide gas 
to be liquefied and shipped, 
perhaps from Vladivostock, to 
Japan and U.S. West Coast 
ports. 


Scott is anxious that his 


interest not necessarilly In- con- 
strued as advocacy. "I am very 
cautious." he said. "I! is very 
important to both countries to 
be cautious. But why not sit 
down and look carefully at it?" 


If we had completed negotia- 


tions in 1971. when the Soviets 
very much wanted the United 


States to develop the sites, to be 
paid for by the gas that flowed 
from the wells, that source of 
energy' would now be ivailable. 


The initial proposal was that 


the Americans wnuld put in Uw 
facilities, perhaps at a cost of 
about » Wilton. The develop- 
ment would ha»f taken three to 
five years to build, and *bout 
five years to pay for itself in 
gas. 


Thereafter, the Soviets would 


sell the fuel under 25-year con- 
tract's at the same FOB price as
